He will kill two birds with 
the one stone as he will be able 
to watch Mexico — the Socce- 
roos’ next opponent — and the 
Kiwis — our World Cup oppo- 
nents, in action at the same 
time. 

No doubt, it will further add 
to the pages of his ever-grow- 
ing dossier on Australia’s 
future opponents. 

Australia will meet Mexico 
in Sydney on 24 August and 
Melbourne on 26 August. Note 
the Melbourne date has been 
changed. 

When he returned from his 
vacation in Europe last week, 
he made no secret of the fact 
that he was very impressed 
with the perfarmance of 
Kuwait in the finals of the 
Olympic Games football tour- 
nament. 

“They looked a very good 
team indeed; Gutendorf said. 

“I was also impressed by 
the performance of Iraq and 
they, too, are a very well 
drilled outfit. 

“Neither Irak nor South 
Kerea are as good as Kuwait 
or Iraq at the moment. 

“O1 course, there are many 

“South Koreans playing in 
Germany and their national 
team is depleted. 

“Whether or not these 
players will be released to 
play for South Korea in the 
World Cup remains to be 
seen.” 


_Gutendorf watched the 
Olympic Games soccer on 
television in Germany — they. 
had a comprehensive coverage 
of it there: 

He said he was surprised 


"when he saw that the Czech 
team, which won the gold 
medal, featured many players 
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who played against Australia 
early this year. 


These players also played in 
the European championships 
against the top professionals 
from Europe. 


This, of course, makes them 
more professional than our 
boys. ; 

Yet, Australia's Olympic 
Federation declared that, be- 
cause some players had re- 
ceived a pittance, they were 
not qualified as amateurs to 
take part in the “‘Lilywhite’’ 
Olympics. 

It seems to me that our Aus- 
tralian Olympic officials are 
living in “‘cuckoo Jand”’ if they 





still believe the Olympics are 
purely amateur. 

On his return to Sydney, 
Rudi also said he was pleased 
with the tours fixed up for the 
youth team at the end of the 
year. 

“T think this tournament in 
Israel is a wonderful idea. It is 
just what we need. 

“There will have to be a 
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great deal of hard work put in 
on our youth team to bring it 
up to the standard of the vis- 
iting teams in the World Youth 
Championships for the Coca- 
Cola Cup.”” 

Rudi made it very clear he 
now intends to concentrate on 
welding his Socceroo team into 
a strong unit for the World Cup 
elimination games. 


“T have the players I want 
and from now on, the changes 
in the line-up will be min- 
imal,’* he said. 


Gutendorf also said that he 
had received two concrete 
offers to coach in Europe but 
was not interested in them. 


“At the present time, my 
only thoughts are on getting 


the Socceroos to Spain,’’ he 
Said. 


Later this week, it is under- 
stood that ASF president Sir 
Arthur George will have talks 
with Gutendorf regarding ex- 
tending the ace German's con- 
tract. 


This would be a sensible and 
worthwhile move and not only 
keep one of the workd’s best 
coaches here in Australia but 
give the code stability. 


Since he has arrived here, 
Rudi Gutendorf has given 
soccer a touch of panache that 
has been missing since the 
game was first played on these 
shores 100 years ago.

goslavia. 


“The Mercury’’ of Hobart had the final placings but not the 


result of the final. 


Sydney's ‘Telegraph’ and Adelaide’s “*Advertiser’’ had noth- 


ing at all. 
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Ever wonder what hap- 
pened to lan Hunter's trip 
to Italy? 


Promoters of AC Milan's 
Australian tour early this year 
announced they would send the 
best player of the national 
youth titles in Canberra to 
Italy to train with Milan. 

This prize was announced as 
the ‘Gianni Rivera Award”, 
named after Milan's legendary 
international star.

~All social club turnover is 
up, but profits are down. 
While I was getting over 
that broadside he also 
claimed that Newcastle 
had budgeted for a home 
gate of and was av- 
€raging only 4000. “And 


look at the gates they 
are getting in Adel- 
aide,’’ he added. 

After a few questions from 
me, he admitted that 
most of his club’s budget 
was used to pay players 
‘wages and to sign play- 
ers. 

Of the $200,000 spent in six 
months by his club, 
$140,000 had gone to 

layers. 

I do believe the game can 
afford the payments 
currently being made to 
players and coaches in 
the Philips League.

Currently I coach Woolon- 
gong United, three 
nights a week, and my 
players invariably give 
all of Sunday morning, 
afternoon and early 
evening to soccer. 

This is as much in- 
volvement as many 
Philips League players 
put in. 

My players get nothing if 
they lose and only $15 if 
they draw, with a $50 
bonus for a win. 

The players are very 
happy to accept this. 

And we are a club that 
plays in front of between 
1000 and 3000 spectators 
on a regular basis. 

On the other hand at least 
half of my players next 
year will try out for Wol- 
longong City which will 
play in the Philips lea- 
gue. 

Their level of financial ex- 
pectation will then rise 
by some 400 to 500% 
even though their stan- 
dard of play or com- 
mitment of time and 


energy will hardly 
change. 
These matters must be dis- 


cussed in a spirit of co- 
operation among our top 
chubs, along with the 
iestion of TV time, 
national team and other 
encroachment into the 
Bhilips League program 
and the general down- 
grading of the league 
which has occurred 
since its first year. 

It needs to be discussed as 
a matter of urgency. 

It would be soccer’s great- 
est tragedy if the Philips 
League were to fold. 

The league, well promo- 
ted, well-administered, 
has got to be a viable 
proposition. 

It has improved our play- 
ing standard at least 
15% since its inception 
in 1977. 

I cannot accept the state- 
ment that “‘Australia is 
not a soccer country. 4 

Perhaps it wasn’t, but it is 
now, just as much as it 
is a League or rules 
country, perhaps even 
more so. 

Those who want to disband 
it Michael Weinstein and 
Sam Papasavas for 
example or have it 
played in summer, as 
journalist Andrew 
Dettre advocates, or 
think it will fold next 
year, have to be proven 
wrong. 

I agree with Tom Ander- 
son. 

Soccer in this country 
never really has been 
put before the public. 

It never has been present- 
ed larger than life by 
experts on our TV 
screens, nor been par- 
aded in well-maintained 
Stadiums, played by the 
cream of the nation’s 
talent 

A little of this is happening 
now. 

But, the best is yet to 
come. 

Don't let’s settle for sec- 
ond-best before we have 
REALLY given it go. 





Throughout my 
career | have been 
plagued by coaches 
who have turned 
me off the clubs I 
have been with and 
have forced me to 
move. 


I started playing at an 
early age in Newcastle, my 
home town in England. 


I played for my school and 
country before signing up as 
an apprentice professional 
with Sunderland, then in the 
English Second Division. 


I stayed there for four 
years, two of them as a full 
professional and my most 
memorable time there was 
being on the bench at Loftus 
Road against Queens Park 
Rangers. 

When IJ started there Alan 
Brown was the manager and 
he placed a great deal of em- 
Phasis upon youth but that 
situation changed when Bob 
Stokoe took over. 

‘When Sunderland released 
me I was very disillusioned 
and my move to Australia 
came about through Dave 
Garthwaite, then with Ring- 
wood City Wilhelmina in the 
Victorian State League. 

David saw my name on 
the free list circulated 
around the clubs here and he 
suggested to Ringwood’s 
president John yan Hoboken 
that the club sign me. 

So I signed with Ringwood 
and started a new life and a 
new career in this country. 

That was in August 1974 
and when I arrived I was 
fitter than I have been since, 
probably because I had until 
then been a full-time player. 

When I first came here the 
standard of the State League 
was better than now due to 
teams like Hellas, Alexander 
and J.U.S.T. 

Looking at the league now 
it is a four-horse race and a 
good English amateur side 
probably would thrash a top 
State League side. 

I stayed at Ringwood for 
three seasons but I was keen 
to play in the PSL and I was 
confident that I could prove 
myself. 

Getting away from Ring- 
wood was hard for a while 
and I had to take a firm 
stand and refuse to play if I 
didn’t get away. 

But don’t get me wrong. I 
don’t hold any grudges 
against Ringwood and I look 
back upon the club fairly

ralia and 1 made nee 
friends there. 

In 1977 I transferred to 
Hellas for an undisclosed fee 
but it took me six weeks to 
get my chance in the first 
team. 

I think it was due to 
Manny Poulakakis that I 
didn’t get my chance earlier 
because someone else at 
Hellas saw me as a good buy 
whereas Manny may have 
had other players in mind. 

But once I got my chance I 
never looked back, 

Hellas has the potential to 
be one of the top clubs in the 
land but it doesn’t realise 
that potential due to the mis- 
takes it made. 

It seems to me that Hellas 
buys players haphazardly 
and you could probably at- 
tribute this to bad manage- 
ment, 

It strikes me that a club 
like Hellas which wants the 
players to be professional 
should adopt a professional 
attitude to all its affairs. 

Just look at what happen- 
ed. Hellas finished bottom of 
the PSL. 

However, it wasn’t rele- 
gated — and that could 
happen only in Austrlia.- 

After Dave Maclaren took 
over things didn’t go right 
for me and I left on princi- 


le. 

Contrary to Hellas’s story, 
it was my own decision to 
leave not the club’s and a lot 
of people there wanted me to 
stay and still don’t know why 
I left. 

I was doing a few coaching 
clinics with Rale Rasic at 
the time and he showed 
interest i signing me, re- 
membering how I had played 
against Marconi when he 
was manager there. 





I transferred to Adelaide 
City for $7000 but I was un- 
settled in my initial two 
months there. 

I still was unhappy about 
leaving Hellas and training 
five nights a week with City 
was hard to adjust to. 

But gradually [ settled and 
I was very happy. 

When I came to move it 
was the same old story — I 
didn't want to go. 

A series of incidents. des- 
troyed a great deal of my re- 
spect for Rale Rasic. 

Before our game against 
New York Cosmos I had al- 
ready decided that I had to 
leave but I was disappointed 
when our players, myself in- 
cluded, were left to train on 
our own two weeks before 
the game while Rasic spent 
most of his time with the 
Cosmos. 

At the pre-match Press 
conference he turned up and 
it appeared to me that he 
wasn't interested in taking 
our performance seriously. 

The players at Adelaide 
City were no different from 
those at other clubs I have 
been with and the laughs and 
the friendship were in- 
strumental in maintaining 
my involvement with the 
game, 

For my money Dixie 
Deans stands head and 
shoulders above other 
players because he is a com- 
plete professional on the 
field, aside from his off-field 
antics. 

And it beats me why John 
Perin has not represented 
his country more often. 

My suggestion for national 
team selection would be to 
put all the players’ names 
into a hat and draw out 
enough names to form a 
team, because that way the 
good players would have a 
better chance of selection. 

The players here do a good 
job considering the part- 
time nature of the game and 
the hours many have to put 
in at their work. 

We can improve players 
only by giving them much 
more time to spend at their 
game and until we can pro- 
duce enough .good young 
players, imports are essen- 
tial to maintain .our stan- 
dard. 

Good coaches here are few 
and far between and I 
haven’t learnt anything that 
I didn’t already know before 
coming to Australia. 

Most coaches here are 
really trainers and their em- 
phasis is‘on physical fitness 
rather than on method. 

We try to drum things into 
kids at too early an age 
Tather than waiting until 
they are about 11 or 12. 

And as for the adminis- 
tration, it is like the goldfish 
in the goldfish bow! — it is 
going nowhere! 

We desparately need new 
blood to take over from the 
administrators that have 
been making a living from 
the game for far too long. 

I think the media do. the 
best they can and I can see 
us having as much Press 
coverage as Australian 
Rules football. 

The only thing that could 
help the promotion of the 
game would be if Australia 
could get to Spain in 1982 but 
Iam not confident about our § 
chances. 

The national team is far 
from settled and it appears 
to me that most other coun- 
tries in the region have im- 
proved greatly while we 
have wasted time. These 
countries have more money jf 
and hence more expertise. [| 

As for myself, I am happy 
to be at Hakoah and we have 
the makings of a good side. 
Time will help us to improve 
and knit together as a team. 

I've never had any ambi- § 
tion to play for Australia and 
all I‘aim for is to go on play- 
ing for as long as I can, irres- 
pective of-the level, 

But you should never lose 
your enjoyment of the game 
otherwise you may as well 
hang-up your boots.

‘Really I would like the 
league to take on a truly 
national image by in- 
cluding teams from Wol- 
longong, Tasmania and 
even Western Australia 
but there are hurdles in 
this regard,”’ Booth said. 

“From a marketing 
point of view it would be 
great to see such teams 
become part of a 16-team 
league but whether the 
league is increased to 16 is 
outside my jurisdiction 
and to tell you the truth, 
promotion and relegation 
has me baffled.” 

As chief executive of the 
ASF’s new marketing or- 
ganisation Booth has spe- 
cific guidelines along 
which to market Austral- 
ian soccer. 

“We are trying to re- 
position soccer in the 
minds of the Australian 
public and we must pro- 
mote the game for the 
youth of this country,’’ he 
said. 

“Soccer is a fun sport 
and so far it has been taken 
far too seriously. 


“We have our primary 
market in the devout fol- 
lowers of the sport but 
there is a second, larger 
market that we aim to tap. 


“‘We aim to promote the 
game and involve the 
many people who view 
soccer as a leisure or fun 
activity. I have to improve 
the product and capture 
such new kind adherents. 


“‘When it comes to mar- 
keting the players you 
must realise that it is a 
slow process and can only 
be developed over two or 
three years at the earliest. 


“Soccer needs identities 
and we plan to build up 
such identities through 


’ public relations and TV. 


‘‘This means of course 
that the players will bene- 
fit in a mometary sense 
through endorsements, 
commercials and such 
like. 

“With regard to TV cov- 
erage of Australian soccer 
the deal is finalised but an 
official announcement con- 
cerning the format of the 
TV coverage and the net- 
work involved will not 
occur before the end of Au- 


gust. 


“What we are looking 
for is quality, not quantity 
and the format will most 
likely include a one-hour 
program run along the 
lines of England’s “‘Match 
of the Day,’’ including 
highlights of PSL and State 
League soccer, an on-air 
panel, goal of the month 
competitions, interviews 
with players, coaches and 
officials and highlights of 
national team games. 


‘“‘We also plan to have a 
half-hour children’s pro- 
gram devoted to teaching 
and coaching. 


“Add to this a program, 
probably spanning an hour 
and a quarter, of edited 
highlights from one or two 
PSL games and you can 
see that the groundwork is 
there to successfully 
market Australian soc- 
cer;
